Tree  Fiends. 

It  waa  undoubtedly  necessary  during  the 
campaign  through  which  we  have  just  lived, 
that  all  kinds  of  political  notices  should  be 
posted  anywhere  and  everywhere  possible. 
Houses,  shops,  barns,  fences,  stones,  wa¬ 
gons,  and  even  animals  had  to  be  utilized. 
Of  course  our  trees  could  not  be  excepted,  j 


not  obtain  sufficient  mention,  during  the  very 
short  hour  and  three  quarters  that  the  mono 
logue  went  on,  why.  then,  the  Citizen  re¬ 
porter  doesn’t  know  what  it  was  himself. 

The  lecture  defies  a  reporter's  pencil, 
anyhow.  It  wasn’t  a  lecture.  It  was 
queer  conglomerate  of  humor,  and  good 
sense  and  taken- for  granted  traits  and  pecu 
liarities,  which  reduced  the  audience  now 
and  then  to  the  verge  of  exhaustion.  But 
the  exhaustion  was  from  merriment,  not 
from  weariness.  Burdette’s  wit  has  very 
odd  quips  and  quirks  to  it.  He  wouldn’t 
strike  the  moustache  when  it  was  down— 
and  the  boy,  in  telling  his  story,  always,  he 
says,  waits  until  the  others  have  told  theirs, 
aud  then  “comes  in  like  a  back  count}'  wiih 
the  requisite  majority."  His  description  of 
the  extra  supply  of  hands  and  feet  owned 
by  the  boy  at  his  hobbledehoy  period  was 
quite  unique.  And  it  was  characteristic  of 
the  lecturer  to  say,  that  alter  the  youth  had 
carefully  warehoused  all  he  could  gather, 
there  was  still  a  large  number  of  hands  “  to 
be  stacked  outside.” 

He  is  essentially  American  in  his  utter¬ 
ances — even  in  the-peouliar  voice  which  is 
as  much  a  part  of  his  birthright  as  Artemas 
Ward’s  was.  But  he  has  what  Mark 
Twain  has  not;  what  Josh  Billings  is  too 
sarcastic 'to  possess:  who*  Artemas 

Ward  glimpsed  but  did  not  reveal;  and 
that  is  humanity.  Burdette  is  the  nearest 
to  Tom  Hood  in  his  tenderness  aud  pathos, 
in  his  grotesqueness  and  oddity  of  concep¬ 
tion,  and  in  his  sudden  mirth-provoking 
epigrammatic  sentences,  of  an  living  writer. 
He  told  the  story  of  “  The  Boy” — from 
youngster  to  oldster — in  a  thoroughly  en 
joy  able,  bright  and  suggestive  way.  N< 
one  could  hear  that  lecture  without  a  warmth 
around  the  heart,  for  the  lecturer’s  sincerity 
spoke  from  the  very  first  detailed  accoan 
of  the  troubles  of  Cain,  the  original  boy — 
with  whom  Burdette  has  always  manifested 
an  uncommon  amount  of  sympathy,  in  all 
his  writings,  as  well  as  ifi  this  lecture. 

We  look  for  some  permanent  work  from 
Robert  J.  Burdette — something  in  finished 
and  polished  humor,  and  in  delineation  of 
American  character,  which  will  become 
veritable  part  of  our  literature.  As  yet  he  has 
not  attained  it, but  it  would  be  a  deep  regret 
to  those  who  have  watched  his  career  if  he 
should  waste  himself  on  mere  paragraphing 
or  be  contented  with  the  temporary  success 
of  the  platform.  His  popularity  shows  his 
power  and  this  power  can  b^  made  to  out 
rank  that  of  almost  any  other  writer  in  his 
line.  His  forte  is  to  sketch  character  in  its 
eccentricities  and  peculiarities.  His  lec¬ 
tures  only  go  to  prove  that  he  has  it  in  him 
to  be  a  novelist  whose  stories  will  do  for 
America  what  Dickens’  did  for  England. 

We  have  been  led  into  this  rather  extended 
critique  by  our  conviction  of  the  genuine 
value  of  what  underlies  the  agreeable  surface 
of  an  agreeable  and  healthful  lecture. 

The  Truck  Company  bad  the  satisfaction 
of  seeing  Library  Hall  well  filled  as  the  out¬ 
come  of  their  venture.  But  why  could  they 
not  have  have  left  the  extinguishers  and 
axes  and  buckets  and  firehooks  at  home. 
They  were  only  an  aggravation.  There  was 
no  fire  in  the  hall  all  the  evening;  and  not 
the  wildest  imagination  of  the  most  san¬ 
guine  member  of  that  audience  could  have 
risen  through  that  freezing  atmosphere  into 
the  idea  that  there  ever  would  be  danger  of 
any.  It  is  our  hope  that  somebody  will 
some  day,  somehow,  succeed  in  heating  that 
room.  Until  it  is  done — which  will  prob¬ 
ably  be  by  burning  it  down — let  every 
gentleman  bring  a  foot-muff  for  his  lady 
and. a  pair  of  Arctic  overshoes  for  himself. 
The  fire  emblems  on  the  stage  were  only 
suggestive  of  warm  hearths  at  home  and  of 
great  discomfort  abroad.  Public  halls  cer¬ 
tainly  were  never  intended  to  make  our 
pleasures  less,  but  this  hall  would  chill  (and 
perhaps  it  did  chill)  even  a  red  hot  temper¬ 
ance  campaign.  That  Burdette  beat  it  at 
its  own  game  and  thawed  a  half-frozen 
audience  into  geniality  was  a  greater  triumph 
than  it  may  seem.
